The House took it up to-day, 
and a general debate, spicy and 
original in some respects, occurred. 
Johnson carried off the palm as usual, but 
never before demonstrated so ably his ability 
to “turn the House, as the saying goes. His 
first speech, extempore, was a model in con- 
ception and delivery, appealing naively to the 
feeling for the old family doctor and paying a 
high tribute to the medical profession, in 
whom, he claimed, more contidence could 
be reposed than in any other 
profession not excepting that of divinity. At 
the close Anthony, of Madison, was prompted 
by some wag to ask the question whether 
Johnson desired the House to understand “he 
trusted the saviour of his body before be did 
the Saviour of his soul.“ The reply that “this 
degeneracy might be ascribed to association 
with the member from Madison,“ rattled the 
spittoons in a lively manner. This is the 
elegant way the House has of showing its ap- 
preciation of an exceptionably hard hit. 

The bill, on call of the roll, failed to re- 
ceive a constitutional majority by six votes, 
but the motion to lay it onthe table wus lost, 
and to reconsider carried. Johnson mae 
another telling speech and was ably support- 
ed by McGinnis and Allen, of St. Louis, Mer- 
ryman, Dawson and others, and on a second 
vote acratched through by three votes. 

The act providing for the reorganization of 
the Police Board of St. Louis, in the present 
sentiment of both Houses concerning St. Louis, 
will go through if pressed. It was recom— 
mended by an almost unanimous vote of the 
St. Louis delegation. Boland asserts that the 
bill is aimed at his head alone, 
but as the act Was drawn 
before Moffett and Finney fell by the wayside, 
the charge falls through. In case the Gover- 
nor can not otherwise *““harmonize’’ the Board 
he has this dernier resort, and it is credited 
that he is even now nothing loth to avail him- 
self of so easy a by-path to peace for a season. 

Merryman’s measure reducing the notaries 
in St. Louis has a good chance 
of adoption, as the provisions are now better 
understood and appreciated. 

It is almost unnecessary to record that Me— 
Chesney and Nidclet have visited the capital 
this week,and are both here now or were this 
morning. The former thinks the PostT-DIs- 
PATCH sbould be an ally of Boland’s, whom 
he considers the leading politician of St. Louis 
and able to make and unmake Congressmen 
at will. 

The Committee of Ways and Means will re-

W gather from the argument of the gas 
ring before the Council Committee that 
among the items which they claim, before a 
cent gocs to the city, is the neat little sum of 
$240,000 per annum, being eight per cent on 
$3,000,000. But the Gas Company has assets 
worth only halfthatsum. They claim that 
the franchise is worth a million and a half of 
dollars. And yet it has only eight years to 
run. What willthe franchise be worth with 
twenty more years of monopoly piled upon 
top of the present privileges? 


THE St. Louis Gas Company, of fragrant 
memory, claims thatits franchise and works 
are worth three millions; also that the city 
owes the company another cool million dol- 
lars for judgment. That is four millions of 
dollars. Now think of the vast amounts of 
money paid as dividends, to say nothing of 
the 10 per cent bonds issued to stockholders, 
and who cannot see how outrageously the 
citizens have been treated by this greedy cor- 
poration. Did the stockholders ever put 
more than $600,000 into the business? If not, 
it is no difficult thing for any man to figure 
up the monstrous wrong perpetrated on the 
people of St. Louis. We wish our best citi- 
zens had something better to do than to 
squeeze the poor devils who have to scratch 
for a living.

IN Cincinnati, a few years ago, there was a 
great struggle between the city and the gas 
monopoly. A movement to cut down the 
price of gas filled the stockholders of the rich 
company with woe. They were able to show 


that they were furnishing gas at the lowest 
possible figure and insisted that a reduction 
would either impoverish them or force them out 
of business. The reduetion was made, in spite 
of the fact that a goodly number of Council 
men were defiled with gas coal-tar, and the 
company kept on flourishing. The big divid- 
ends continue to roll out and the stock of the 
corporation isthe best on the market. The 
moral of this is that you needn’t pay any at- 
tention to the representations of the gas- 
makers when they are about formulating new 


contracts. 


OF course the whole world understands 
that the rumpus kicked up in Europe in re- 
lation to the disease-breeding character of 
American pork is the sheerest humbuggery. 
Our hog meat is the best in the world, and 
our surplus product is simply creating havoc 
in foreign markets. The governmental prigs 
over there are desirous of forcing their poor 
to eat their rats and dogs or go without meat. 
It grieves them to see money leaving their 
shores for American pork. It is quite likely 
that here andthere a case of trichinosis can 
be traced to the eating of raw diseased pork, 
but when we come to consider the number of 
people in this land who live almost exclusively 
on swine flesh and enjoy the best of health, 
the silly character of this hubbub will be ap- 
preciated. In the Southern and Western 
States, in one form or another, it forms the sta- 
ple diet of nine-tenths of our rural population. 
Three or four times a year we hear of a death 
caused by trichinae, and then the newspapers 
andthe scientists vex the public ear fora 
month or two. The factis, there has been 
great exaggeration upon the part of the doc- 
tors touching trichinosis, but certainly not 
enough to justify the British Consul at Phila- 
delphia in wholesale lying. 


THE IDES OF MARCH. 

Two vears to-day ago the POST-DISPATCH 
was printed for the first time on its own press 
and withits own machinery, from the build- 
ing now occupied by it. That was an import- 
ant event in the history of the already rising 
journal. The steady growth of circulation 
necessitated new press facilities from time to 
time, and when we had put in operation our 
new double four-cylinder Hoe press, printing 
at the rate of 10,000 per hour, or over 150 per 
minute—the one now in use—we thought we 
had about reached the highest requirements 
of an afternoon paper in St. Louis. For 
six months or more it has been apparent, 
however, that our press was inadequate 
tothe demands of our circulation. After 
thorough investigation and negotiation with 
manufacturers of improved press machinery 
throughout the country, we yesterday signed a 
contract with Mr. W. H. KERKHOFP, repre- 
senting R. HOE & Co., for one of their model 
perfecting presses—the finest piece of ma- 
chinery ever built by them. It is stipulated 
that this press shall print from stereotype 
plates 15,000 eight-page copies of the Post- 
DISPATCH per hour, folding, cutting, pasting 
and counting them, or 30, 000 copies per hour 
of the paper in the four page form. This will 
be at the rate of 250 and 500 copies per minute. 
The machine will cost $25,000, and will be 
ready for operation in the early Fall; and when 
its rumble is heard in this part of the land 
we will be prepared to demonstrate. 
not only the possibilities, but the great 
actuality of afternoon journalism. The new 


press will give us complete control of all our 


pages up to a late hour inthe day and will 
greatly facilitate the handling of matter. This 
makes the fourth contract that we have made 
with Mr. KERKHOFF, or Hoe & Co., and the

Short and Chequered Carecro a Mysterious 
Daily. . 

The Daily Publie Ledger is dead. To all but 
about four or five hundred citizens of St. Louis 
this announcement is possessed of a double in- 
terest, asit is probably the firstintimation re- 
ceived that any such journalistic enterprise 
ever lived. To be sure it did not live long. It 
bloomed but eighteen days. Like a shadow it 
came and departed. ‘‘Col.’’S. D. Rich, of 
Hannibal, Mo., Toledo, O., and other points, 
was the accoucheur of this feeble infant. The 
birth of the Public Ledger was sur- 
rounded by circumstances worth detailing 

One morning there appeared in the wantjcol- 
umns of the English dailies calls for an adver- 
tising solicitor and for carriers for a new two- 
cent morning, to apply at the southwest corner 
of Third and Walnut. Applicants who were 
persistent finally discovered in a back room on 
the second floor, the windows of which over- 
looked tt neighborhood ash heap, 
a lot ot old type and a ‘‘composing 
stone’’ that once belonged to the Sunday Morn- 
ing Standard, long since defunct. It was 
learned by the applicants that the paper was 
to be called the Public Ledger, its 
price was to be tuo cents daily, 
and that Col. S. D. Rich was to be manager. 
Up to Friday evening the trifling matter of em- 
ploying a writing staff had not been thought of, 
exceptin the employmentearly that morning 
oi a Bohemian whose love tor the flowing bowl! 
has given him a national reputation. The 
prospect of employment was too much for him, 
and such was his elation that he fgiled to show 
up. Tworeporters, both of experience, were 
employed atter dark that evening and promis- 
ed good salaries. One was city editor, the 
other was ‘‘the staff.“ 

This combination hustled around and gath- 
ered what news two nen could in addition to 
re-wiiting the POST-DISPATCH, and the next 
dav the fledgling made its appearance unan 
nounced and unsung. Nothing about the pa- 
per gave intimation as to its ownership. There 
Was not even a sign displayed about the build- 
ing to direct the anxious subseriber to the 
office. At the outset a young gentleman called 
Judge Jones, wrote editorials, He was 
called upon by the Colonel to 
pay salaries for the first few days. The paper 
run along all week, one more reporter, a tal- 
ented but impecunious stranger,Jbeing added 
to the staff. Next Monday was pay day, but 
the ghost did not walk. Towards dark the 
next day the Colonel, after hustling all day, 
came into the office and said that he could only 
pay one-half of the money due. After consul- 
tation the printers accepted the proposition 
until the nextday. Thecity editor was paid 
off in tull and discharged for kicking. The 
paper, however, continued to come out daily 
without his Valuable assistance. Two days later 
plinters were paid up. Lust Monday the spirit 
again failed to materialize. A stand-off was 
given until the next dax. Judge Jones, who 
was supposed by the printers to be the money- 
ed man, had quit coming around. The money 
was not torthcoming on Tuesday, aud it re- 
quired all the eloquence of the Colonel to in- 
duce the boys to get out one more paper. The 
money would be there at noon yesterday. Atsix 
O clock it had not arrived, norhad the Colonel; 
so the printers had a chapel meeting 
and withdrew. The writing Statt 
had had enough of it also, anl their 
three pencils were stowed away. Th: Public 
Ledger did not appear this morning. it seems 
that the Colonel from Hannibal had been told 
there was a long felt want down her?, and he 
came to fillit. Heis aman, itis sail, without 
capital. Histheory was to make tue paper 
self-sustaining from the start. His“ osackers,’’ 
it is claimed, went back on him. The paper 
uid hot yrove self-sustaining, and sd aiter a 
littul existence of eighteen days it has turned 
its little two cent toèes to the daisies. 


SEWING MACHINE AGENCY. 


Decision Upon a Suit on an Agent’s Bond. 

Judge Treat rendered a decision to-day in the 
United States Circuit Courtin the case of the 
Weed Sewing Machine Company against Lewis 
A. Wilson and Hamilton S. Wilson. This was 
a suit on a bond given to the Sewing Machine 
Company by Wilson, with Hamilton as surety, 
pertaining to the machine agen- 
cy of Lewis. It appears that 
Lewis had heretofore been the 
company’s agent, and had subsequently asso- 
ciated himself with one Webber, had diss dived 
partnership with him subsequently and as- 
suined the obligations to the company, pro- 
posing in his individual capacity to act as sole 
agent tor a certain district. A new contract as 
to the agency was executed July 1. 1873, 
and a bond was execute 1 by 
Lewis. Suit was brought upon the bond 
and the case was referred to John W. Dryden. 
Upon the proposition whether said bond was 
independent of the contract of same date the 
Court holds that said bond and contracts were 
parts of the same obligation, as without refer- 
ence tothe contract the terms of the bond 
could not be properly understood, nor the ex- 
tent of the obligation thereunder. 

Judgment isgentered for the amount of the 
bond, $5,000 and costs. The Court says: The 
mode of keeping accounts by the respective 
PN; and the imperfect nature of plaintiff's 
vill of particulars required protracted litiga- 
tion, and hence no interest is allowed beyond 
what the referee has computed.

City Burned. 


Loss Over $400,000—The Insurance— 
Origin of the Fire.

KANSAS CIty, Mo., March 10.—At a quarter to 
four o’clock this morning flames were observed 
bursting forth from the rear window on the first 
floor of C. Oglebay & Co.’s wholesale grocery 
store on Union avenue, between Santa Fe and 
Mulberry streets. The flames spread

to the wholesale drug house of 
Woodward, Faxon & Co., and then 


tothe wholesale hardware house of Kelley, 
Willis & Co., adjoining. in the same block. 
Another report says the fire originated in 
Woodward, Faxon &Co.’sfrom an explosion 
or spontaneous combustion. The precise ori- 
gin of the fire is not known at present. It is

Brands scattered, and people three 
miles distant from the scene of the fire were 
roused from their slumbers by 

THE SHOCKS AND REPORTS. 

The houses occupied by the firms are the 
finest in the city, five stories in height, of brick, 
and completed less than a year ago. Allthree 
buildings are owned by Leach, Olmstead & 
Hall. Owing to the fact that the waterworks 
had not on the fire pressure the firemen were 
unable to successfully cope with the flames. 
The water could be chrown no higher than the 
second story. At8o’clock the fire was gotten 
under control. There was no loss of life and 
no one was injured. 

THE LOSS AND INSURANCE. 

Kansas3 City, Mo., March 10.—Oglebay & 
Co.’slossis reported at $125,000; insured for 
$75,000. Woodward, Faxon & Co., loss $100,000; 
insurance, $60,000. Kelley, Willis & Co., loss 
$150,000; insurance, $100,000, Leach, Olmstead 
& Hall, buildings, loss $40,000; insurance, 828, 
500. Benjamin Melean's loss on Nave, McCord 
& Co.’s building, somewhat scorched, §,000; 
fully insured. The buildings will be 
rebuilt. Mr. Faxon, of Woodward, Faxon & 
Co., says that the fire was probably the result 
of spontaneous combustion at a point above 
the second-story, possiblv in the third or 
fourth story. The damage foots up to more 
than was at first estimated. B. F. Jones, Su- 
perintendent of the Water-works Company, 
thinks that the pipes were clogged with ice, 
and that is the reason why the streams were 
inadequate.

KANSAS CITY, March 10.—The greatest con- 
fiagration that has been known in Kansas City 
for man years occurred this morning on Union

GRAND EXPLOSIONS 

which are said by several old soldiers to have 
reminded them ot a fierce canonnade. These 
explosions numbered not less than seventy- 
hve, and were caused by cans of 
gun powder in the establishment of Oglebay & 
Co., and by barrels of coal oil in the drug house 
of Woodward, Faxon & Co. These explo- 
sions were s0 terrific as to have 
been heard by hundreds of people through- 
cut the city and by families even as tar 
out as Woodland avenue, a distance of not less 
than two miles from the scene of the contlagra- 
tion. The three buildings already named were 
given up as beyond being saved, 
and the greatest efforts were directed 
to saving the magnificent Wuilding of McCord, 
Nave & Co.,immediately adjoining on the east, 
and that of L. Deardorf immediately on the 
west. The water pressure which should have 
been ninety pounds to the square 
inch was scarcely sufticient to 
carry the stream to the second 
story windows. Woodward, Faxon & Co.’s 
loss, $8,000; insured for $60,000. Oglebay &

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SCUDDER’S SIDE. 


An Effort to Show that the Contract Puts 
Money in the Municipal Pocket. 


Mr. W. H. Scudder, one of the Council com- 
mittee on the gas compromise, was met this 
morning by a POST-DISPATCH reporter and 
asked if he had read the interview with Mr. 
Henderson published in this paper. 

‘*Yes, I did,’’ he answered, but Henderson 
does not know what he is talking about. This 


is a question of business, not of law. If I do 
say it myself, thereis just as much brain in 
that Council committee as there is in 
the Gas Company, and 1 think we 
might be trusted to see that the city’s interests 
would not suffer. The result of this agitation 
is that you will force us to come out and show 
our hands, and if we doit will bea hard thing 
to keep the Gas Company, to that contract. If 
one syllable of it is changed they will throw up 
the whole thing at once, I think,’’

About 9:30 a.m. a middle aged woman,dress- 
ed entirely in black, came tothe Four Courts. 
She asked for a permit to see Reilly, saying that 
she was his wife. She went below stairs and 


had along and earnest conversation with the 
accused, which was only interrupted when 
Mike was called away to attend the inquest. 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter visited the Morgue 
about 10 a. in., and found a little girl about 
fourteen years of age weeping at the door. She 
said that Mr. Reilly, the man charged with the 
murder, was her father, and that she was look 
ing for the Coroner's office. The 
reporter escorted her there, and soon 
alter Mr. Phillips and the other witnesses 
camein. There was a great desire to see Mrs. 
Hatch, who is regarded as the cause of all the 
trouble, but she failed to put in an appearance 
until later in the day. At 10 a. m. 
Mike Reilly was eseorted from the Four Courts’ 
calaboose by Sergeant Broderick and Officer 
McHale, and taken to the Coroner’s office, and 
there they were joined by Coroner Frank, sev- 
eral of the witnesses and all the jurors, when 
the whole crowd started for the Morgue. In 
the inner room of this establishment 
the body was found lying upon a slab. The 
features were but little changed, but the horri- 
ble disfigurment of the right eye and the 
powder marks all over the face showed plainly 
what the deadly missile had done. Reilly, the 
man who did the shooting, was 
the cynosure of alleyes. He 

BORE THE ORDEAL BRAVELY, 
and walked through the crowds that lined the 
sidewalk with great self-possession. He was, 
however, laboring under great excitement, as 
was seen by the set of his lips 
and the flushed and heated appear- 
ance of his face. As he entered 
the Morgue door he took a chew of tobacco, 
and went in with the party to view the body. 
The jury and witnesses were sworn over the 
corpse by Coroner Frank, Reilly gazing ear- 
nestly at the uptarned face of the man 
he had killed, but showing no other sign of 
emotion or excitement. After the swearing 
had been done he walked out into the office, 
talking earnestly with his attorney, Mr. Chas. 
F. Joy. The procession re-formed and went 
back to the Coroner's office, where the inquest 
was begun. 
A SCENE AT THE MORGUE. 

During the progress of the inquest a most 
pathetic scene occurred at the Morgue. Mrs. 
Hatch, accompanied by a gentleman friend, 
went to the Morgue to be sworn over the body 
and in the sight of it asordained by law. Shesat 
in the office for some minutes sobbing heavily. 
Her face was hidden by a black veil. When 
Deputy Coroner Praedicow arrived they re- 
paired to the ante room where the body lay 
covered with a canvas. As soon as 
the dead man’s wife reached the room 
her sobs became audible, and the tears flowed 
down her face. ‘‘Please raise your veil, ma- 
dam,’’ said Mr. Praedicow, as she pressed her 
handkerchief to her face. ‘*You must besworn 
in sight of the body. She paid noheed to the 
remark, and after several requests Mr. Praedi- 
cow gently lifted it from her face, and as her 
gaze met the corpse she turned with a shudder 
and cried out in heartrending tones, Oh my 
God! My God! My Gwod!’’ and, 
covering her face with her hand 
kerchief, she hastily turned AWAY 
Mr. Praedecow asked her ro please 
withdraw her handkerchief and be sworn. Her 
eyes filled with tears and overflowed down her 
flusned checks as she continued her moaning. 
Not aman who stood within the room Dut fert 
a compassionate throb for the woman. After 
much persuasion she removed her handker. 
chief and fastening her gaze over the body, the 
deputy coroner administered the following 
oath: In. the inquest on the body ot 
the man who here lies dead 
before you, you swearto tell the truth, the 
whoie truth, and nothing but the truth, so help 
you God. As the last word fell trom the dep- 
uty coroner's lips Mrs. Hateh turned and, 
witbout looking at the corpse, left the room 
hurriedly, and followed by alarge crowd sie 
went tothe Coroner’s office. 

THE INQUEST. 
Mr. John Phillips was then put upon the

Monday message for 
Mi Reilly. conveyed tire 
message to KReilly, who came to the shoe fac 
tory in answer to it yesterday. Ille sent up 
word for witness to come down and see him, 
andthe two metonthe landing leading upto 
the third floor. While there talking, tnen 
Reilly exclaimed, ere comes Haten now!“ 
and witness turned and saw the person 
mentioned coming and he looked very excited 
and surprised. Vitness saw that he was un— 
der great excitement, and he ceased speaking 
to Reilly and turned his attention to Hatch. 
As witness approached Hatch the latter made a 
motion to draw his revolver, which motion 
could have been seen by Reilly. Witness took 
hold of each of his hands, and Hateh moved 
forward, notendeavoring to make any resist- 
ance. Hatch did not speak aword. The wit- 
ness took hold of Hateh’s right hand, but did 
not know whether he had hold of any pistol 
or not. He did not feel ane wenpon. 

Mr. Joy here stood up and Mr. Phillips illus- 
trated how he held Hatch, Reilly viewing the 
scene in a cool, critical manner. 

Mr. Phillips next described how he lead Hatch 
around the place where Reilly was standing, 
urging him to 80 up stairs and 
not to speak, as he thought 
Mr. Reilly would go out. Witness held Hatch, 
and the two moved around tothe corner at the 
westof the hall atthe bottom of the stairs. 
Witness did not see Reilly from the time he left 
him take hold of Hatch until afterthe shooting. 
Did not see the flash but only heard the report. 
The shot was fired over witnesses’ right should- 
er, while he was holding Hatch in the corner at 
the foot of the stairs endeavoring to persuade 
him to ascend, andtelling him: ‘*Don’t speak; 
I don’t wan't any trouble here; go up stairs.“ 
No conversation occurred between the 
parties, and Hatch made no struc- 
ats or attempted to get at Keilly. 
Hatch gave no indication that he saw the pis- 
to] in Reilly’s hands, nor did he make any at- 
tempt to free his hands from their restraint, 
utter the first slight struggle when he was taken 
hold of. After the shot was fired deceased sank 
slowly, witness supporting him. Ile fell uponthe 
two lower steps. When LI had laid him down,’’ 


continued Mr.Phillips,‘*‘I turned round and saw 


Reiy with his arm extended, holding tho 
pistol.’’ Ille said, 1 surrender to you, Mr. 
Phillips.“ 

|The revolver was here shown and recognized 
by Mr. Phillips. 

Mr. Phillips next explained that Reilly might 
have walked out and gone away as he had the 
whole passage clear, while Hatch was in the 
Corner. In answertoa question put by the 
coroner, Mr. Phillips said that within the last 
week Hatch had told him (Phillips) that if 
Reilly did not let him alone in his domestic af- 
fairs he would kill him. Reilly never 
made-.any threats, any more than to say that 
he was prepared to take care of himself. wit 
ness had express his fears to Reilly that one or 
the “other would be killed; thought a great 
wrong had been done Mr. Hatch and feared 
that violence would result. Witness had seen 
Mr. and Mrs. Hatch in Chicago in 
January, and after he returned to 
St. Louis Hatch called upon him and said that 
Reilly had run away with his wite from Chicage, 
andthat the pair were hiding in the e¢ity. 
About a week after Hatch came in and said that 
he had not yet found Reilly or his wife. The 
general impression around the factory wasthat

dome day. When talking about taking care of 
himself, about two weeks ago, Reilly remarked 
that he could walk around Hatch any day.“ 

The Coroner here turned over the witness to 
Mr. Joy. and in answer to a question from the 
latter, Mr. Phillips said that he had known 
Hatch fora long time and never considered 
him either violent or dangerous. Witness never 
had a conversation with Reilly within the last 
three months from which a third Party could 
gather that Reilly was in danger and 
that Hatch might harm him. Phillips here re- 
lated the story of how he saw Mrs. Hatch last 
December, at the request of Mr. Hatch, and 
that in consequence of bis negotiations a mar- 
riage was arranged, which was performed late 
at night. Hatch said that night, 
before the ceremony.’ if she is not inv wife to- 
night, neither of us will see the sun to-mor- 
ow.“ After the marriage ceremony, Mr. 
Phillips saw Reilly at the Matson House, corner 
of Seventh and St. Charles streets, and told him 
that if Mrs. Hatch had not consented 
to the marriage she would have 
been killed, and that he did not think that she 
would remain very long with Hatch as his wife.

Reilly’s face was very flushed when the 
taking of the evidence was begun, but this look 
gradually passed away, and as the facts were 
elicited he seemed to cool down, although he 
nervously fingered his goatee. He often 
prompted his attorney and watched every an- 
swer very closely. 
MRS. HATCH ON THE STAND. 

After a short recess Mrs. Hatch was called 
for. She st red into the room and tottered 
into a chair, being assisted by an attendant. 
Her veil was drawn and she was clad in a long 
ulster with large brass buttons down the front. 
She held a handkerchief to her face and sobbed 
incersantiv. She is aa tall, large proportioned 
woman, with a splendid form, which could be 
noticed even through thefolds of her ulster. 
The Coroner asked her to face the jury, but 
her veil was not lifted, and she gave her testi- 
mony ina muffied tone through her veil, and 
frequently ceased to sob and cry. She nev- 
er looked at Reilly, and her presence seemed 
io have no effect upon the prisoner. 

Her evidence was as tollows: 

My name is Lucy M. Hatch. Deceased is my 
husband. He was42 years old last January. 
He was born in Maine, and was a shoe cutter. 
] lustsaw him alive yesterday. (Here the wit 
ness gave awayto tears, and was unable to 
answer for a short time.) I last saw him alive 
about 9 o’clock yesterday. 
him at my brothers house on Second, near Pop- 
lar. He said he was going to see the carpent- 
ers who were fitting up my store on Sixth street, 


justsouth of Market. He said he would go 


from this to the jewelers. He often visited Mr. 
Phillips’ shoe factory, andI went there with 
him sometimes. Hie had many friends 
there. I went there with him twicein the last 
few months. I know Mr. Michael J. Reilly. 

Coroner—Did you ever hear Mr. Hatch make 
a threat on Mr. Reilly’s life? 

Mrs. Hatch—[After much hesitation.] Yes, 
sir, Idid. I heard him use such language sev. 
eral times. He did not make such a threat 
yesterday. He carried a pistol part of the time 
during the last three months. He carried it 
most ot the time in his coat 
pocket, and hardly ever in his hip pocket 
He was no coward and would face his enemies 
if he thought he had cause. 

At the request ot Mr. Foster the Coroner ask- 
ed Mrs. Hatch whether her husband had ever 
stated that he carried the pistol for Mr. Reilly, 
or that he would shoot him on sight? 

Mrs. Hatch—Not lately. 

Coroner—llow long ugo was it since your 
husband thaeatened to kill Reilly on sight? 

Mrs. H. -I could not say. It would be only 


when certain things were talked about, and hee 


would get riled and say these things. 

Do you know the reason why he was riled 
when people talked to him about Reilly?’’ 

Mrs. 11.—Yes, sir. 

This concluded the evidence, and she was 
unable to sign the testimony, but only touehed 
the pen. 

Mrs. Hatch, at the conclusion of her exam- 
ination, Was escorted to Coroner Frank's pri- 
Vate office by Deputy Coroner Praedicow, but 
she refused to go out through the gaping 
crowd. A carriage was secured and when seat- 
cd in this the Jehu drove rapidly away.

INTERVIEW WITH MRS. HATCH.

The reporters of the morn- 
ine papers expended talent, Car- 
tickets and shoe Jeather in the search 
of her all yesterday aiternoon and last night, 
but with no success. It was asserted as a con- 
sequence that she hadleft town, a fact which 
was contradicted by her appearance at the in- 
quest this morning, 
called upon her at her rooms yesterday after- 
noon, but she refused to make any statement 
until she had been before the Coroner. Soon 
aitershe leit the Four Courts this after- 
noon a POST-DISPATCH reporter tap- 
ped at her door, and found her alone. 
She had laid aside her hat and veil, but still 
had on her ulster and street dress. She is, as 
previously described, a large, tall woman, 
probably 55 years of age. Hereyes and hair 
are black,and her cheeks are full and ronnded. 
Her mouth is small and her teeth white and 
regular, the only bad feature 
about her face Being A nose 
with a slight hook. She might be called good 
looking, but she is certainly not pretty. All 
traces of the copious weeping which she had 
done at the inquest had disappeared. she re- 
ceived the reporter kindly but was reluctant to 
sav much. 

‘*Have you seen the statements that have been 
made about the case?’’ She was asked. 

No. I have just bought yesterday after- 
noon's paper to read about the matter?’’ 

But vou are aware of the way your name 
and Reilly’s name have been coupled?’’ 

lam aware of nothing. I Know nothing. 
No doubt everything bad is said about me.’’ 

It is stated that improper relations existed 
between you for several years.’’ 

Who says that, was the answer. It is 
false. There never was anything between Mr. 
Reilly and me but friendly acquaintance.’’ 

Statements to the contrary are in every- 
body’s mouth. I shall deny them on your au- 
thority.’’ 

Oh, no; don’t do that. I do not know what 
tosay. I have not read the statements yet. I 
can’t think, and do not know bow to act. 

[ne statements are very plain and very 
compromising. Will I deny them?“ 

NO. Don't say anything. I have 
nobody to rely upon. My father and mother 
are at Atchison, Kas., but they are both very 
old; they cannot come'to me. I donot know 
What 1 shall do, or where] will go when this 
trouble is over. I have telegraphed for Mr. 
Hatch's daughter, who is in IIlipois, but I 
don’t know whether she will come.“ 

Mrs. Hatch said that her late husband beat 
her occasionally,-and that she was foreed into 
the midnight marriage last December, but fur- 
ther than this she refused to state. 

INCIDENTS OF THE INQUEST. 

If a case of justifiable homicide is not made 
out before the Coroner’s jury for Reilly, it 
won't be for want of the friendly offices of 
those who believe he acted solely in self-de- 
His lawyers, R. M. Foster and Chas. G. 
Joy, the latterthe law partner of Circuit Attor- 
ney Harris, sat beside him watching every step. 
Circuit Attorney Harris is himself a personal 
friend of Reilly, the latter having worked hard 
for him during the campaign last fall. One of 
the jury is Charley Schentzel, the well 
known Republican politician. Coroner Frank 
was himself elected during the campaign in 
which Reilly served the Kepublican party so 
well. Only a limited number gain admission 
to the room in which the inquest is going on, 
but outside there is quite a gathering, which 
includes Capt. Frank Conway and other well- 
known Republicans. The examination pro- 
grosses very slowly, with the evident intention 
of making it as thorough as possible. Most of 
those in waiting have been subpoœnaed as wit- 
nesses. Capt. Conway is said to be one of 
many to whom Hatch made the threat that he 
was going to kill Reilly, and who conveyed 
the message to Reilly with a warning to take 
care of himself. 

There isa good deal of speculation on the 
outside und some mysterious hints as to how 
the two men came to meet on the stairway of 
the shoe factory. That it was not wholly acci- 
dental a good many seem to think, but who was 
responsible for both men, going there at so 


nearly the same hour is the yet unsolved prob- | 


lem of the case. 

Phillips was in the witness chair full two 
hours, and his statement was taken down in 
writing and then read over to him slowly. He 


made few changes, signed his name and then 


took the jurat. While testifying he sat facing 
Reilly, who was on the left hand of the Coro- 
ner, and who followed every word.

The assignee far- 
thermore avers that the property of the com- 
pany within the State is in the hands of the 
receiver appointed by the court, Sam'! C.

The Post-DISPATCH some days ago told how 
Senator Cabell had caused a teeling of bitter- 
nesstorankle in Brady’s bosom. The Third 
District statesmen long before he went to Jef- 
ferson City had been developing a cherished 
scheme to introduce a bill revising the system 
of registration in St. Louis. He had secured 
the assistance of City Counselor Bell in having 
the bill drafted in legal and constitutional 
form; it was understood that Brady should 
introduce it and should = enjoy the 
glory of having it called the Brady bill.“ 
This, it may be stated, is the distinction which 
the average legislator aims to attain during his 
term at Jefferson City. The bill was drafted 
and there remained some details to insert. In 
unfinished form it was reposing with the St. 
Louis delegation, when Senator Cabell filled out
